He 
announced that Jerry Tremble 
had been appointed student chair- 
man, and Orville Knutsen, head of 
the social science department, as 
faculty chairman for the cause. 

Russell concluded by stating 
that the students must carry the 
load. “It will take lots of hard 
-work and sweat,’ he said.

Following Russell’s address, As- 
sembly Chairman Vance McCarty 
introduced Tremble and Knutsen 
who called for volunteers to help 
get Santa Ana citizens registered 
and to the polls. Tremble urged 
all students of voting age to reg- 
ister by March 18, the final day 
for registration.

Coach Bill Cook concluded the 
assembly with an appeal for stu- 
dent support.
